With a gift income of more 
than fifteen thousand dollars 
during the first eight months of 
the fiscal year, we are less than 
one thousand dollars short of our 
goal of two thousand gift income 
monthly. In the four remaining 
months the desired average can 
and should be reached. When 
the war is over we should be 
ready to accept the students re- 
turning to us from the army on 
the plan of governmental assist- 
ance that will certainly be avail- 
able to the men who have ren- 
dered military service. We must 
be prepared to meet the mini- 
mum requirements of the gov- 
ernment if these young men are 
to be able to return here with 
governmental assistance. Pay- 
ment of the rest of the debts 
standing since 1933 and the accu' 
mutation of a cash reserve is 
essential. We already have more 
than $500.00 specifically desig- 
nated for payment of debts ba- 
shes the percentage used from 
general gift income. A friend 
stands ready to give $50.00 to- 
wards each $1,000.00 given for 
debt reduction. The larger our 
gift income the larger the per- 
centage used to pay on dabts. 
Let us pray. Let us get the debts 
out of the way this year. 

BRYAN SERVICEMEN MAKE 
GOOD RECORDS

Special mention is made of Jesse 
Humbcrd ( 43), who ranked fourth 
in a class of twelve hundred rcceiV 
ing their commissions as ensigns 
from the Navy, (we understand that 
about six hundred colleges were rep' 
resented in the class), and also Pfc. 
Carl Zytowski (Ex. '44), of St. 
Louis, who arranged and helped pre' 
sent a Christmas Cantata during the 
’43 Christmas season "somewhere in 
England." The program was not 
only presented at the army station 
but was also given at an 800'year' 
old church nearby on the following 
Sunday afternoon.

Sgt. Vernon 
Lance, brother of one of our students, 
told of Us experience with bomb raids 
in the Aleutians. Their vivid de' 
scrip v tion of the hardships and dan' 
gers our boys are facing made us re' 
alize anew our responsibility of re' 
membering them in prayer. Mr. 
Larry McGuill, of the Pocket Testa' 
ment League, stirred us with his tes' 
timony concerning the wonderful 
work being done among the service 
men and women. 

Recently, Dr. Lofton Hudson 
brought a message, "The Kingdom of 
God," to our Bible classes. Rev. Ed' 
mund Dinant gave his testimony re' 
garding his miraculous conversion. 

Bryan had a full week of feasting 
on the rich things of the Lord when 
Rev. M. Lowe, Professor at Practical 
Bible Training School, New York, 
started our New Year out with a 
series of Gospel messages. We were 
blessed both by his teaching and our 
fellowship with him. 

Two representatives from the 
Worldwide Evangelization Crusade, 
Mr. Woodward and Mr. Overgaard, 
brought to our attention the great 
need for missionaries and our respoiv 
sibility toward those who have never 
heard.

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CONTENDING FOR THE 
FAITH 

(Reprinted from “Our Hope," 
August, 1943) 

“Next to the witness of the Gos' 
pel the believer's solemn responsibib 
ity is, in our days of increasing apos' 
tasy, to contend earnestly for the 
faith. The Epistle of Jude starts with 
this exhortation, "Beloved, when 1 
gave all diligence to write unto you 
of the common salvation (the Gos* 
pel), I was constrained to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye 
should earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once for all delivered unto 
the saints" (verse 3.) The little 
Epistle gives a prophetic picture of 
the final days of the true Church on 
earth in the midst of the corrupting 
influences of liberalism. Those who 
possess the faith, because they believe 
in the infallible, inerrant Word of 
God, are charged by the Holy Spirit 
to contend earnestly for it . The 
Greek word translated "contend" 
means literally "to battle." We are 
in a battle. The hosts of evil arc 
massing for the final conflict. The 
days are here when professing ChnV 
tendom does no longer endure sound 
doctrine, when truth is given up, 
man's fables are believed and seduc' 
mg spirits and doctrines of demons 
are accepted. We must therefore 
stand up for our blessed faith , and 
unless we do this we cannot expect 
His gracious approval. He speaks of 
this in the message to Philadelphia 
(Rev. 3:8), which shows the faithful 
remnant of His true Church in the 
closing days of this age. He conv 
mends the little strength of His people 
and that they are true to His word 
and His Name: "Thou hast kept my 
Word and not denied my Name."

It is 
required of a Bryan Volunteer that he be 
definitely interested in youth and in de' 
livering them from the perils of the pres' 
ent day. He should be interested in the 
salvation of young people, in having them 
trained, intellectually, and physically, and 
in helping them to know and do God's 
will.
